ARGENTINA. 

The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by  H.M.  Consul- 
General  at  Buenos  Aires  (Mr.  H.  G.  Mackie)  on  the  trade  of  that 
district  in  1912  and  the  first  eight  months  of  1913,  which  will 
shortly  be  issued : — 

Whilst  the  harvest  of  1912-13  could  not  be  considered  abundant,  it 
.  .  ,  developed  normally,  and  the  machines  carried  over 

,  .  from  the  previous  harvest  were  disposed  of  under 

favourable  conditions.  Sales  of  machinery  and 
of  most  merchandise  have  been  slightly  restrictf-d,  owing  to  the  tight¬ 
ness  of  money  in  Europe,  which  also  had  its  effect  on  Argentina. 

Apart  from  threshing  machinery  and  a  few  mowers  and  ploughs 
and  other  implements  of  United  Kingdom  manufacture,  practically 
all  the  agricultural  machinery  is  imported  from  the  United  States, 
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although  in  threshing  machinery  there  is  now  some  further  competition 
from  German  manufacturers,  who  are  introducing  a  threshing  machine 
on  the  lines  of  the  United  Kingdom  article,  but  of  considerably 
cheaper  manufacture.  Australia  still  maintains  its  supremacy  in  the 
stripper-harvester  line. 

North  American  manufacturers  have  secured  almost  a  monopoly 
in  agricultural  machinery,  though  one  or  two  United  Kingdom  firms 
are  still  doing  a  fair  business.  The  question  of  price  is,  as  a  rule,  more 
important  in  Argentina  than  the  quality  of  the  article.  Although  it 
is  recognised  that  United  Kingdom  goods  are  superior,  the  majority 
of  the  buyers  choose  the  cheaper  articles,  which  serve  their  purpose 
equally  well  for  a  while. 

Some  of  the  leading  houses,  which  are  British,  are  doing  a  satisfac- 
Internal  business  in  internal  combustion  engines. 

Combustion  There  is  a  large  demand,  especially  for  small  sizes, 
_  .  but  the  competition  is  exceedingly  keen.  A  large 

®  ■  number  of  German  machinery  houses  stock  these 

engines  and  succeed  in  underselling  those  of  United  Kingdom 
make.  A  considerable  number  of  cheap  American  engines  are  also 
on  the  market. 

Mechanics’  tools,  carpenters’  tools  and  those  for  wood-working 
machinery,  &c.,  such  as  saws,  cutters,  twist  drills. 
Tools,  &c.  &c.,  are  still  largely  supplied  by  the  United 

J^ingdom  ;  a  fair  proportion  comes  from  France 
and  Germany,  with  an  increasing  quantity  from  the  United  States. 
Band  saw  blades  are  principally  supplied  by  France,  either  direct  or 
through  British  houses. 

In  machine  tools  the  Germans  have  a  strong  hold,  although  when 
high  class  tools  are  required  those  of  United 
Machine  Tools.  Kingdom  make  are  preferred.  In  other  classes  of 
machinery  the  Germans  and  Americans  are  keen 

competitors. 

Apart  from  the  requirements  of  the  British-owned  railways,  wood- 
-  ,  .  working  machinery  is  supplied  principally  by 

00  wor  mg  fj-ance.  Of  recent  years  German  machinery  has 

^  been  imported  in  increasing  quantities,  and  a 

small  proportion  has  come  from  the  United  States. 

In  electric  light  fittings,  prior  to  1910,  the  United  Kingdom  supplied 
.  y  70,  France  20,  and  Germany  10  per  cent,  of  the 
^F  tthi  imports ;  at  the  present  time  the  order  is  exactly 

®  ■  reversed,  70  per  cent,  coming  from  Germany  and 

only  10  per  cent,  from  the  United  Kingdom. 

H.M.  Consul-General  adds  that  it  is  thought  that  the  easy  credit 
terms  granted  by  German  firms,  and  the  adaptability  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  country  which  they  show,  may  account  for  their  success 
in  some  of  the  branches  of  trade  in  Argentina.

NEW  COMPANIES  LAW  IN  BRITISH  INDIA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  174  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  25th  April,  1912,  relative  to  a  proposed  Bill  to  amend 
the  law'  relating  to  trading  companies  and  other  associations  in 
British  India  (including  British  Baluchistan  and  the  Santhal  Par- 
ganas),  it  is  notified  that  the  Bill  has  received  the  assent  of  the 
Governor-General  of  India  and  wdll  come  into  force  on  Ist  April, 
1914,  under  the  title  of  the  “  Indian  Companies  Act,  1913.” 

As  regards  the  position  of  foreign  companies  in  British  India,  the 
Act  as  passed  provides,  inter  alia,  that  every  company  incorporated 
outside  British  India  which  has,  or  in  future  establishes,  a 
place  of  business  in  British  India  shall,  within  six  months  from  the 
commencement  of  the  Act  or  wdthin  one  month  from  the  establishment 
of  the  place  of  business,  file  with  the  Registrar  of  Companies  in  that 
Province  in  which  such  place  of  business  is  situated — 

(a)  a  certified  copy  of  the  charter,  statutes  or  memorandum  and 
articles  of  the  company,  or  other  instrument  constituting  or  defining 
the  constitution  of  the  company,  and,  if  the  instrument  is  not  written 
in  the  English  language,  a  certified  translation  thereof ; 

(h)  the  full  address  of  the  registered  or  principal  office  of  the 
company ; 

(c)  a  list  of  the  directors  and  managers  (if  any)  of  the  company ;  and 

(d)  the  names  and  addresses  of  some  one  or  more  persons  resident 
in  British  India  authorised  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  company  service 
of  process  and  any  notices  required  to  be  served  on  the  company.

The  values  stated  for  the  latest  year  shown  are  provisional  and  subject 
to  rectification.  In  some  cases  all  the  values  are  those  declared  by 
importers  or  exporters,  as  in  the  United  Kingdom  ;  in  others  they  are 
based  on  an  official  schedule  of  values  which  is  subjected  to  revision 
after  the  close  of  each  year,  the  values  used  in  the  current  returns  being 
those  fixed  in  the  latest  completed  revision.  In  general,  the  values 
so  fixed  represent  the  level  of  prices  in  the  preceding  year.  The 
countries  adopting  the  sj’^stem  of  official  values  annually  revised 
are  : — Austria-Hungar}^  Belgium,  France,  Italy,  Spain  and  (for 
imports)  Germany  and  Switzerland.  Exports  from  Switzerland  and 
Germany  are  returned  at  “  declared  ”  values  ;  for  the  first  quarter  of 
1911,  however,  about  one-third  of  the  exports  from  Germany  were 
returned  at  official  values.  The  figures  in  italics  are  based,  wholly 
or  mainly,  on  the  prices  of  some  earlier  year  than  that  under  ivhich 
they  are  sibown. 

In  the  case  of  Russia,  Germany,  Belgium,  France,  Switzerland, 
Italy,  Austria-Hungary,  Egypt,  Argentina,  Japan,  Canada,  and  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  import  figures  given  in  the  above  summaries 
represent  imports  for  home  consumption.  In  all  cases  the  export 
figures  are  intended  to  represent  exports  of  domestic  produce. 
In  most  cases,  however,  they  include  a  certain  amount  of 
"nationalised”  goods,  i.e.,  goods  originally  imported  for  consump¬ 
tion,  and  which,  if  dutiable,  have  been  charged  with  duty,  but 
which  are  subsequently  re-exported.

TRADE  CONDITIONS  IN  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES. 

GENERAL. 

Austria-Hungary. — The  “  Borsen  Zeitung  ”  (Berlin)  of  13th  Dec¬ 
ember  states  that  owing  to  the  critical  condition  of  industry  in  Austria, 
the  Prague  Chamber  of  Commerce  instituted  enquiries  with  a  view  to 
asceitaining  w’here  the  trouble  actually  lay.  From  investigations 
made  among  the  staple  industries  it  appears  that  the  immediate 
cause  of  the  prevailing  stagnation  is  attributable  to  the  falling  off  in 
exports  to  the  Balkan  States,  and  the  agricultural  machinery  industry 
has  suffered  most.  Thinking  that  the  crisis  w'ould  be  short-lived 
manufa  jturers  did  not  curtail  production  to  the  proper  extent,  and 
the  inevitable  result  is  that  warehouses  are  overstocked.  Hence 
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works  are  compelled  to  go  on  further  short  time,  and  in  some  cases 
production  has  been  cut  down  by  as  much  as  50  per  cent.  The  iron, 
ironmongery  and  general  machinery  industries  have  been  adversely 
influenced  lor  the  same  reason,  and  also  on  account  of  the  poor  state 
of  the  building  trades.  Taking  the  ten  months  from  January  to 
October,  and  comparing  the  conditions  with  those  of  the  correspond¬ 
ing  period  of  1912,  it  is  reckoned  that  the  trade  in  bar  iron  has  fallen 
off  by  29  per  cent.,  coarse  sheets  by  28  per  cent.,  girders  by  27  per 
cent.,  and  steel  rails  by  1^  per  cent.,  whilst  the  business  in  iron¬ 
mongery  and  hardware  has  fallen  off  to  the  extent  of  25  per  cent. 
The  number  of  working  hours  in  the  large  iron  foundries  in  the 
Prague  district  has  also  been  considerably  reduced.  Compared  with 
the  first  nine  months  of  1912  the  exports  of  textiles  to  the  Balkan 
States  from  Austria  have  fallen  by  29  per  cent,  in  the  case  of 
cotton  yarns  and  piece  goods,  26  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  flax,  hemp 
and  jute  goods,  and  37  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  woollen  goods.  In 
this  connection,  too,  there  has  been  a  large  accumulation  of  stocks. 
Spinners  have  curtailed  their  working  time  by  38  per  cent.  The 
woollen  industries,  in  particular,  in  East  Bohemia  have  been  hard 
hit,  and  some  concerns  have  reduced  their  working  time  by  30,  50, 
and  even  75  per  cent. 

Turkey. — The  “  Nachrichten  fiir  Handel  ”  (Berlin)  of  9th  December 
contains  a  report  by  the  German  Consul-General  in  Constantinople 
which  states  that  trade  is  improving  in  that  district,  and  that 
prospects  for  the  sale  of  industrial  products  are  much  brighter.  In 
the  textile  industry  long  credit  has  lately  been  granted,  and  foreign 
manufacturers,  particularly  Austrian,  have  given  as  long  as  six  months. 
In  order  to  do  business  in  the  textile  industry  in  the  Levant, 
manufacturers  must  quote  prices  as  low  as  possible  at  the  present 
time.  The  report  states  further  that  care  must  be  taken  in  pressing 
native  merchants  for  payment ;  their  procrastinations  must  not  be 
mistaken  for  bad  faith,  but  are  merely  a  characteristic  of  the  people. 
Above  all,  it  is  essential  that  foreign  manufacturers  should  have 
absolutely  reliable  agents  in  Constantinople  to  look  after  their 
interests. 

IRON  AND  STEEL. 

Sweden. — The  “  Frankfurter  Zeitung  ”  of  9th  December  states 
that,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Swedish  Iron  Works  Union 
for  the  third  quarter  of  the  year,  the  position  of  the  iron  industry 
in  Sweden  is  quite  unchanged,  and  in  addition  to  the  works  being 
very  busy  at  present,  a  great  many  good  orders  have  been  booked 
for  the  coming  year.  Already  half  of  the  estimated  production  of 
pig-iron  for  export  for  the  year  1914  has  been  sold,  and  also  con¬ 
siderable  quantities  for  1915  and  1916.  Trade  in  rolled  iron  and 
rolled  steel  of  better  quality  is  still  good,  and  many  orders  have  been 
boohed  at  approximately  this  year’s  prices.  Trade  in  iron  for  home 
consumption  is  likewise  sound,  and  there  has  been  an  abundance  of 
orders  for  1914, 
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Oennany  (Upper  Silesia). — The  “  Borsen  Zeitung  ”  (Berlin)  of  12th 
December  states  that  the  Upper  Silesian  pig-iron  market  has  been 
affected  to  some  extent  by  the  decreased  sales  of  finished  products 
in  November,  as  is  shown  by  the  present  somewhat  small  demand. 
The  smelting-works  are  still  busy,  but  although  supplies  of  pig-iron 
are  needed  now  and  then,  so  small  is  the  demand  for  half-finished 
products  in  the  carrying  out  of  contracts  that  the  steel  works  have 
now  begun  to  limit  the  production  on  their  own  side.  The  export 
market  is  good,  particularly  for  Russia,  and  fair  prices  have  been 
obtained.  Bookings  for  orders  for  the  first  quarter  of  1914  have 
been  brisk,  and  current  prices  are  being  taken.  For  some  time  past 
.  there  has  been  an  extreme  scarcity  of  ore,  w’hich  has  resulted  in  the 
importation  of  Swedish  magnetic  ore,  of  which  between  250,000  and 
300,000  metric  tons  are  annually  consumed  in  the  Upper  Silesian 
district.  ,  (X.  5,024.) 

Belgium. — The  “  Borsen  Zeitung  ”  (Berlin)  of  9th  December  states 
that  the  slight  improvement  experienced  in  the  Belgian  iron 
market  during  the  last  few  weeks  has  resulted  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  more  confidence.  The  fact  that  prices  have  not  fallen 
this  month,  although  trade  in  December  is  rarely  very  brisk, 
is  a  sure  indication  of  a  revival  in  the  industry.  Pig-iron  is  unchanged 
and  the  demand  for  half-finished  products  is  fairly  brisk.  Trade  in 
iron-girders  is  normal,  whilst  orders  for  steel  rails  still  keep  coming 
in.  Prices  of  rods  have  increased  somewhat,  but  in  contrast  to  this 
there  has  been  a  slight  decline  in  hoop  iron.  There  seems  little  hope 
of  an  immediate  revival  in  the  coal  trade,  whilst  the  sale  of  house  coal 
has  been  seriously  affected  by  the  mild  weather  experienced  this  winter. 
As  was  only  to  be  expected,  the  Belgian  coal  syndicate  has  now 
reduced  the  prices  of  ccke  to  those  fixed  by  the  German  Syndicate. 

LEATHER 

United  States  of  America.  —  H.M.  Consul-General  at  Chicago 
(Mr.  H.  D.  Nugent)  reports  that,  according  to  “Dun’s  Review,” 
there  has  been  an  unusual  influx  of  European  visitors  to  the 
Boston  and  New  York  markets  since  the  passage  of  the  new 
Tariff  Law,  their  object  being  to  establish  trade  connections 
which  they  hope  will  later  develop  into  an  export  trade  to  the  United 
States.  The  importation  of  leather  into  the  United  States  will  no 
doubt  considerably  increase  now  that  the  duty  is  abolished,  but  most 
American  tanners  think  that  the  demand  for  foreign  leather  will  not 
reach  any  great  proportions ;  they  consider  that  the  present  large 
exports  to  Europe  and  other  parts  of  the  world  indicate  that  if 
American  leather  can  successfully  compete  with  foreign  leathers  in 
their  own  markets,  there  is  little  likelihood  of  European  leathers 
gaining  much  of  a  foothold  in  the  United  States. 

The  freeing  of  the  American  market  comes  at  a  very  favourable 
moment  for  Europeans,  because  at  present  there  is  almost  a  scarcity  of 
most  descriptions  of  domestic  shoe  leathers,  owing  to  the  limited 
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supply  of  raw  hides  and  skins  and  the  consequent  material  curtail¬ 
ment  in  tanning  in  America.  Shoe  manufacturers  and  other  buyers 
are  therefore  favourably  disposed  to  give  foreign  stock  a  trial, 
especially  in  instances  where  prices  seem  attractive,  and  numerous 
sample  lots  of  many  different  varieties  have  already  been  ordered, 
either  through  visiting  European  representatives,  or  direct  from  well- 
known  British  and  Continental  houses. 

United  Kingdom  sole  leather  is  not  new  to  the  American  market,  for 
at  the  time  when  the  previous  tariff  became  law  and  the  duty  on 
bottom  stock  was  reduced  to  5  per  cent,  a  considerable  quantity  of 
English  leather  was  imported,  but  the  trade  soon  fell  off,  and 
eventually  the  “English  oak  bends”  became  rather  unpopular,, 
chiefly  because  of  the  fact  that  the  tannage  was  not  well  adapted 
to  American  shoe-making  methods.  One  variety  of  United  Kingdom 
leather  that  has  been  imported  quite  freely  is  shoulders,  mostly 
in  the  rough  state  and  suitable  for  conversion  into  welting. 
For  some  time  past  the  demand  for  domestic  double  oak  rough 
shoulders  has  apparently  exceeded  the  supply,  and  the  price  has  gone 
up  to  the  high  point  of  42-43  cents  per  lb.  for  prime  lightweights. 
Earlier  in  the  year  a  good  many  English  shoulders  were  imported, 
and  since  the  removal  of  the  duty  a  great  many  more  have  been  sold, 
including  one  individual  sale  in  New  York  recently  of  over 
100,000  lbs.  Various  prices  rule  on  the  English  shoulders,  but  most 
of  them  are  sold  around  36  cents  per  lb.  Some  sample  lots  of 
Hungarian  sole  leather  have  been  imported  by  sole  cutters  from 
Budapest  at  36  cents  per  lb.  as  a  trial  substitute  for  domestic  union 
backs,  which  are  now  selling  up  to  42  cents  per  lb.  tannery  run  for 
the  best  stock. 

One  feature  of  the  influx  of  European  leather  merchants  is  that 
many  of  them  are  making  purchases  of  certain  kinds  of  American 
leather  as  well  as  selling  their  own  stock,  and  it  is  possible  that  on 
account  of  this  a  balance  of  trade  may  result.  A  prominent  Swiss 
shoe-manufacturer  is  reported  to  have  purchased  American  leather, 
including  union  cut  soles,  quite  freely.  (C.9,37o.) 


COAL  AND  IRON  INDUSTRIES  OF  GERMANY. 

According  to  the  “Frankfurter  Zeitung”  of  29th  November, 
the  prosperity  which  has  marked  the  German  mining  industry 
is  now'  on  the  wane.  Since  the  outbreak  of  the  Balkan  war 
money  has  become  scarcer  and  scarcer,  and  it  is  questionable 
whether  this  is  not  the  sole  cause  of  the  present  depression,  especially 
when  the  enormous  progress  which  the  mineral  industries  of  Germany, 
and  the  refining  industry  in  particular,  have  made  in  recent  years,  is 
considered.  The  development  of  the  mixed  establishments  in  the 
direction  of  refining  has  assumed  such  proportions  that  there  appears 
to  be  a  danger  of  over-production,  because  production  in  the 
refineries  is  not  controlled  by  cartels  as  in  the  pig  iron  and  semi¬ 
manufactured  iron  industries.  It  is  hoped  in  tome  quarters  that  the 
increased  exportation  following  the  decrease  in  w'orking  costs  will 
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balance  the  increased  production,  but  it  is  questionable  how  long  the 
world’s  markets  will  remain  open.  Meanwhile  the  flatness  of  the 
home  market  prevents  expansion  and  so  is  conducive  to  development. 

The  year  1912-13  has  been  a  very  busy  one.  The  production  of  pig 
iron  increased  month  by  month.  The  demand  for  coal  became  so- 
great  that  for  the  first  six  months  of  1913  the  restrictions  placed  by 
the  cartels  on  the  output  were  removed.  The  increase  in  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  coke  was  even  greater.  In  the  semi-manufactured  iron 
industries  business  was  very  brisk  and  the  activity  of  the  refining 
industries  has  already  been  referred  to. 

A  remarkable  feature  was  that  foreign,  and  particularly  English, 
competition  was  much  less  noticeable  than  formerly,  this  being  due  to 
various  causes,  in  particular  to  the  after  effects  of  the  English  coal 
strike.  German  manufacturers  on  the  other  hand  increased  their 
exports  considerably  and  high  prices  were  obtained  abroad  until  the 
beginning  of  1913.  Since  then,  however,  there  has  been  a  forcing  of 
exportation. 

The  increased  sales  were  accompanied  by  higher  prices.  Especially 
important  were  the  rise  in  the  price  of  coal  and  coke  on  1st  April,  1912, 
and  the  further  rise  on  Ist  April,  1913.  Manufacturers  of  pig  iron 
and  of  semi-manufactured  goods  profited  by  enhanced  prices  and  the 
prices  of  section  iron  also  rose.  Those  of  refined  products  were  satis¬ 
factory  till  the  end  of  1912,  but  thereafter  a  steady  fall  set  in.  By  the 
middle  of  1913  the  price  of  semi-manufactured  products  was  similarly 
affected  and  later  that  of  section  iron  followed  suit.  Coke  and 
pig-iron  are  to  be  reduced  in  price  from  let  January,  1914,  and  on 
Isc  April  next  the  price  of  coal  will  be  lowered. 

The  prosperity  of  the  past  business  year  may  be  gauged  from  the 
balance  sheets  of  individual  concerns.  More  capital  has  been  invested, 

•  and  profits  and  dividends  have  risen  considerably.  Forty-one  represen¬ 
tative  establishments,  with  an  aggregate  capital  of  1,409  million  marks, 
have  paid  an  average  dividend  of  12‘3  per  cent.,  as  against  9  7  per 
cent,  in  1909-10,  lO’l  per  cent,  in  1910-11  and  10  9  per  cent,  in 
1911-12. 

Profits  for  the  current  business  year  will  vary  largely  between  estab¬ 
lishments  whose  year  ends  with  3 1st  December  and  those  whose  year  does 
not  terminate  until  30th  June  next.  Establishments  of  the  former  class 
should  show' good  profits  as  the  old  orders  at  high  prices  should  last 
till  the  beginning  of  1914,  and  only  then  will  the  effect  of  the  contracted 
market  and  reduced  prices  be  felt.  This  should  apply  especially  to 
coal  mining  companies.  In  the  case  of  those  concerns  whose  year 
does  not  end  until  30th  June  the  contraction  of  the  market  will  affect 
profits  seriously.  Altogether  the  present  outlook  in  the  iron  market 
is  very  unfavourable.  The  coal  and  coke  market  is  becoming 
visibly  worse,  and  the  same  applies  to  pig-iron.  There  is  at  the 
moment  a  slight  improvement  in  the  market  for  bar-iron,  pipes  and 
sheets,  but  it  is  questionable  whether  the  improvement  has  come  to 
stay.  It  also  remains  to  be  seen  whether  there  is  justification  for  the 
hope  of  a  revival  in  the  building  trade  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
and  of  its  reaction  on  the  iron  industry.

The 
Report  deals  with  the  manufacturing  conditions,  the  kinds  of  leather 
in  demand,  styles,  &c.,  and  contains  an  appendix  giving  a  list  of  the 
boot  and  shoe  manufacturers  iu  both  countries.

HOSIERY  AND  KNITTED  GOODS  INDUSTRY  OF  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 

Report  of  the  Census  of  1909. 

H.M.  Embassy  at  Washington  has  forwarded  a  copy  of  a  summary 
issued  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Commerce  dealing  with  the  final  statistics  of  the  census  of  the 
hosiery  and  knitted  goods  industry  in  the  United  States  in  1909,  which 
will  shortly  be  published. 

In  1909  there  were  1,374  establishments,  wdth  a  total  capital  of 
163,641,171  dole.,  engaged  in  the  hosiery  and  knitted  goods  industry 
of  the  United  St3te.s ;  the  total  value  of  their  products  was 
200,143.527  dols.  The  industry  is  widely  distributed  through¬ 
out  the  United  States,  one  or  more  establishments  being  reported 
from  38  of  the  48  States.  New  York  is  the  most  important  State, 
and  in  1909  the  value  of  its  products  represented  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  total  value  of  the  whole  industr3\ 

Alost  of  the  mills  in  the  hosiery  and  knitted  goods  industry  purchase 
the  yarn  which  they  use  instead  of  spinning  it  themselves.  In  the 
case  of  merino  yarn,  however,  the  quantity  made  by  the  establish¬ 
ments  in  the  industry  for  their  own  use  was  more  than  five  times  as 
great  as  the  quantity  purchased.  The  total  cost  of  purchased  yarns 
of  all  classes  in  1909  was  68,389,818  dole.,  or  62  per  cent,  of  the  cost 
of  all  materials,  while  the  cost  of  the  raw  cotton  and  wool  used 
represented  lO'o  per  cent,  of  the  total  cost  of  materials. 

Of  the  total  value  of  products  of  the  industry  in  1909,  hosiery 
constituted  34  3  per  cent. ;  shirts,  drawers,  and  combination  suits, 
42*2  per  cent ;  sweaters,  cardigan  jackets,  &c.,  11 '2  per  cent.;  gloves 
and  mittens,  3'6  per  cent. ;  and  all  other  products,  8‘6  per  cent.  In  the 
case  of  hosiery,  as  well  as  of  shirts,  drawers  and  combination  suits, 
the  cotton  product  predominated  as  to  both  quantity  and  value.  There 
was  a  very  great  increase  during  the  decade  in  the  production  of 
sweaters,  cardigan  jackets,  &c.,  and  of  hoods,  scarfs,  nubias,  &c.,  and  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  production  of  knitted  gloves  and  mittens 
and  shawls,  but  a  decrease  in  the  output  of  boot  and  shoe  linings.

The  lioard  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Oflfice,  of 
copy  of  a  despatch  from  H.M.  Consul-General  at 
Lourenpo  Marques  forwarding  extracts  from  the 
“Lourenfo Marques  Guardian  ”of  the  6th  November 
respecting  a  proposed  new  Customs  Tariff  for  the 
territories  of  the  Province  of  Mozambique  which  are  under  the  direct 
administration  of  the  State. 

At  the  date  of  the  Consul-General’s  despatch  (12th  November)  the 
proposed  new  Tariff  was  under  discussion  in  the  local  Government 
Council,  and  it  is  stated  that  the  Council  had  already  passed  the 
following  clauses  of  the  draft  Tariff  relating  to  the  calculation  and 
payment  of  ad  valorem  duties. 


The  ad  valorem  duty  for  imports  will  be  calculate<l  on  the  value  of  the  goods 
at  th<^  place  of  origin  or  manufacture,  with  the  addition  thereto  of  all  expenses  of 
transportation,  insurance,  commission,  landing.  Ac.  incurred  before  entry  into 
the  Customs  house  in  which  the  clearance  is  made. 

'I'he  value  of  goods  imported  must  be  prove!  by  means  of  an  invoice  made  out 
by  the  manufacturer  or  seller  stating  the  real  price  of  the  giKxls.  This  invoice 
may,  however,  be  replaced  by  a  written  statem»nt. 

When  the  invoice  does  not  mention  the  expenses  of  transportation,  insurance, 
commission,  Ac.  up  to  the  place  of  landing,  the  value  thereof  will  be  increased  by 
25  {)er  cent. 

The  ad  calorem  duty  on  goods  imported  from  foreign  countries  will  be  paid  in  the 
Louremyo  Marques  and  Inhambane  Customs  in  gold  when  the  amount  is  not  less 
than  2,260  reis,  the  value  of  £1  being  computed  at  4,5uo  reis  both  for  the  payment 
of  the  duty  ami  for  the  declaration  of  value  for  clearance. 


The  following  comparison  of  the  present  and  proposed  rates  of  duty 
on  goods  of  other  than  Portuguese  origin  is  based  on  a  statement  issued 
as  a  Supplement  to  the  “  Lourenyo  Marques  Guardian”  of  the  6th 
November.  It  will  be  observed  that  it  is  proposed  to  maintain  (1) 
the  existing  “  Municipal  Impost,”  which  is  levied  on  most  imported 
articles  at  the  rate  of  25  per  cent,  of  the  Customs  duty  (50  per  cent, 
in  the  case  of  wine),  and  (2)  the  “  Commercial  Contribution  ”  (mostly 
2  or  3  per  cent,  ad  valorem)  plus  one-half  of  this  tax  for  “  Municipal 
Contribution.”  The  last  column  of  the  comparative  statement  below 
shows  the  total  amount  leviable  under  the  two  latter  heads.

Products  of 
Bolivia  not  now 
Entitled  to  Host- 
fa  voured-Nation 
Treatment. 


With  reference  to  the  notice  which  appeared  on  p.  235  of  the  “  Board 
of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  3rd  February,  1910, 
notifying  the  ratification  of  the  Franco-Canadian 
Convention  of  1907,  as  amended  in  1909,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  giving  the  list  of  countries  entitled  to 
most-favoured-nation  treatment  in  tarifi*  matters 
in  Canada,  the  Board  of  Trade  have  now  received 
copy  of  a  Customs  Memorandum  (No.  1,758  B),  dated  17th  November, 
1913,  notifying  that  there  is  now  no  Treaty  or  Convention  affecting 
Canada  under  w'hich  Bolivia  w'ould  be  entitled,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to 
most-favoured-nation  treatment  with  respect  to  its  commerce  with 
Canada. 

The  Memorandum  states  that,  in  consequence,  the  products  of 
Bolivia  are  now'  subject  to  duty  under  the  General  Tariff  on  importa¬ 
tion  into  the  Dominion. 

[Note. — Previously,  certain  articles,  the  produce  of  Bolivia,  w’ere

It  is  stated  under  these  Rules  that,  as  regards  imports  by  sea,  everv 
importer  of  goods  by  steamer  or  sailing  vessel  shall,  w’ithin  10  days 
after  the  arrival  of  such  vessel,  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the 
Registrar  of  Imports  and  Exports  a  declaration  giving  particulars  of 
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FEDERATED  MALAY  STATES-  continueA. 

the  description,  quantity  or  weight,  value  and  original  port  of  ship¬ 
ment  of  such  goods  in  prescribed  form,  and  the  Registrar  will,  if 
satisfied  of  the  correctness  of  the  declaration,  deliver  to  the  said 
importer  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  Rules  have  been  complied 
with  in  respect  of  the  said  cargo. 

It  is  provided  that  if  any  cargo  is  accompanied  by  a  declaration 
signed  by  the  consignor  or  his  agent,  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Registrar  is  sufficient,  a  certificate  may  be  granted  without  requiring 
any  further  declaration  in  respect  of  such  cargo. 

Regulations  are  also  laid  down  regarding  imports  by  rail  and  road. 

Similar  regulations  are  prescribed  for  expoi'ts — the  declaration, 
however,  in  the  case  of  exports  by  sea,  having  to  be  delivered  to  the 
Registrar  within  5  days  after  clearance  of  the  vessel  carrying  the 
goods.

Uphol'tery  at  d  furnishing  fabrics. — ^V'ith  regard  to  the  tariff  treat¬ 
ment  of  close-woven  tissues  imported  in  the  piece,  to  be  sold  by 
measure,  of  kinds  u'hich  are  suitable  both  for  upholstery  and  furnish¬ 
ing  purposes  (Mbhel  und  Zimmerauestaturuj)*  and  for  other  purposes, 
it  has  been  decided  that  such  tissues  shall  be  classed  according  to  the 
purpose  for  which  they  are  more  particidarly  suited  to  be  used.  If 
the  question  w’hether  or  not  the  imported  tissue  is  more  particularly 
suited  for  upholstery  and  furnishing  purposes  cannot  be  determined 
by  the  Customs  (or,  in  cases  of  doubt,  by  experts),  the  tissue  is  to  be 
classed  under  that  tariff  heading  which  returns  the  higher  duty. 
Fabrics  for  the  adornment  of  churches  (for  use  as  church  banners, 
altar  covers,  canopy  covers,  and  the  like),  and  for  fitting  up  all  rooms 
or  apartments  or  other  spaces  within  buildings  are  to  be  regarded  as 
furnishing  fabrics ;  but  church  fabrics  with  markedly  ecclesiastical 
figuring  or  patterns  {mit  ausgesprochener  religioser  Mvs'erung)  are  not

to  be  re^^farded  as  furnialiing  fabrics,  because  they  are  more  par¬ 
ticularly  used  for  ecclesiastical  vestments,  and  not  for  the  internal 
adornment  of  churches. 

The  Hamburg  Customs  Department  has  decided  that  sheet  iron 
drums  in  which  monazite  sand,  provided  for  in  No.  236  of  the  German 
Tariff,  is  imported,  may  be  regarded  as  “  receptacles  customarily 
used  in  trade  ”  in  the  sense  of  paragraph  23  of  the  Tare  Ordinance.!

(1)  Pharmaceutical  specialities  of  foreign  origin  imported  com¬ 
pletely  prepared  and  packed  for  retail  sale,  as  also  foreign  mineral- 
medicinal  waters,  are  subject  to  a  stamp  tax  of  5  centavos. 

(2)  Pharmaceutical  specialities  invented  and  owned  by  foreigners, 
(as  de  aidores  estranjeiros  que  ndo  sejam  de  livre  fahrica^do) ,  but  which 
SkTQjprepartd  in  Portugal,  are  subject  to  a  stamp  tax  at  the  following 
rates,  even  if  the  proprietary  rights  be  transferred  to  a  Portuguese

1913,  which,  by  a  Siamese  Royal  Proclamation, 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  October  last. 

The  Act  forbids  any  person  who  is  not  a  licensed 
dealer  in  morphine  and  cocaine  to  import  these 
drugs  into  Siam  or  to  be  in  possession  of  more  than  1  gramme  of 
either  of  them  at  any  time.  Except  on  special  permission,  a  licensed 
dealer  is  not  allowed  to  import  or  purchase  in  any  one  year  more  than 
a  total  of  180  grammes  of  morphine  and  130  grammes  of  cocaine,  or 
the  equivalent  thereof  in  solutions,  pills,  or  other  preparations.  The 
drugs  in  question  may  only  be  imported  into  Siam  through  the  ports 
of  Bangkok  and  Puket,  or  any  other  port  which  may  in  future  be 
declared  by  a  notification  of  the  Minister  of  Finance,  published  in  the 
“  Government  Gazette, to  be  a  port  for  the  importation  of  morphine 
or  cocaine. 

The  term  “  morphine  ”  is  stated  in  the  Act  to  include  morphia  and 
all  salts  and  any  solution  thereof,  and  the  term  “ cocaine”  to  include 
cocaine  and  all  salts  of  cocaine  and  any  solution  thereof.  The  Act 
applies  to  morphine  and  cocaine  in  a  pure  state  and  to  any  solutions,

EXCISE  CHANGES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


Excise  Duty  on 
Sugar  from 
January  1st,  1914. 


SWEDEN. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  at  p.  620  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
for  the  24th  September,  1908,  respecting  the 
Swedish  excise  duties  on  sugar,  the  “  Svensk 
Forfattningssamling  ”  for  the  24th  September 
last  contains  a  Royal  Decree,  dated  the  12th 
September,  providing  that  the  excise  duty  on  sugar  manufactured  in 
or  imported  into  Sweden  (this  duty  being  payable,  in  the  case  of  im¬ 
ported  sugar,  in  addition  to  Customs  duty)  shall  continue  to  be  levied, 
from  the  let  January,  1914,  at  the  rate  of  16  Ore  per  kilog.  The 
present  rate  of  excise  duty  (13  ore  per  kilog.)  on  sugar  manufac¬ 
tured  at  the  raw  sugar  factories  already  established  in  Ostregothland 
and  Vastergothland  and  in  Oland  and  delivered  for  free  use  directly 
from  these  factories  or  from  the  refinery  in  Lidkoping  after  being 
refined  there,  is,  from  the  1st  January,  1914,  until  the  end  of  1918,  to 
be  reduced  to  12  ore  per  kilog.

RUSSIA. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Batoum  (Mr.  P.  Stevens)  rej^orts  that  the  very  high 
price  of  Russian  mineral  oil  products,  and  the 
existing  exaggerated  prices  of  liquid  fuel  in  the 
Caucasus,  have  compelled  the  Trans-Caucasian 
State  Railway  Authorities  to  import  fuel-oil  for 
Accordingly,  they  have  ordered  1,500,000  pouds 
(about  24,000  tons)  of  Mexican  crude  oil,  which  is  to  be  delivered 
before  28th  December  next,  i.e.  the  date  of  the  expiry  of  the  term 
granted  by  the  Russian  Government  for  the  duty-free  admission  of 
fuel  oil  for  railway  use  (see  p.  524  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
of  28th  August  last).  The  oil  is  to  be  delivered  at  Babjum  at  the 
price  of  40  copecks  per  poud  (about  £2  14s.  per  ton.) 

H.M.  Consul  states  that  the  possibilitj’’  of  importing  crude  oil  into 
Russia  from  Mexico  at  a  price  which  enables  it  to  compete  with  the 
home  product  in  the  heart  of  the  oil  zone  has  created  quite  a 
sensation  in  commercial  circles  at  Baku.  Indeed,  the  arrival  of  the 
first  consignment  of  Mexican  oil  at  Batoum  on  15th  November  had 
the  immediate  effect  of  causing  the  price  of  Russian  crude  oil  to  drop 
from  46  to  38  copecks  a  poud  (about  £2  18s.  to  £2  11s.  per  ton.) 
at  Baku,  and  this  level  will  probably  be  maintained  so  long  as  the 
importation  of  foreign  oil  continues.

H.M.  Legation  at  Santiago  reports  that  the  Chilean  Government  has 
_  ,  ,  decid^  on  a  scheme  of  considerable  interest  to  the 

n  eavimrs  o  nitrate  industry.  Efforts  to  decrease  the  cost  of 
^  extraction  and  treatment  of  nitrate  have  not 
ro  RC  ion.  hitherto  had  much  result,  and  the  present  cost  of 
producing  commercial  nitrate  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  march  of 
improvements  in  modern  machinery.  The  Chilean  Government  has 
accordingly  acquired  the  “  Oficina  Valparaiso,”  in  Antofagasta  Province, 
with  a  view  to  fitting  up  experimental  plants  and  trying  new 
processes  for  the  cheaper  production  of  the  chemical.  It  is  proposed 
to  carrj"  out  a  series  of  extensive  experiments  on  a  practical  commercial 
scale,  with  a  view  to  discovering  some  method  for  the  treatment  of  low 
grade  “  caliche  ”  (soil  in  which  nitrate  is  found)  that  is  not  worth 
treating  by  existing  methods.  (C.  9,287.)

H.M.  Legation  at  La  Paz  reports  that  the  Corocoro  branch  of  the  Arica- 
La  Paz  Railway  (see  p.  672  of  the  “  Board  of 
rocoro  OPP®^  Trade  Journal  ”  of  19th  June  last)  was  opened  to 
traffic  on  26th  October.  Although  the  branch  is

H.M.  Legation  adds  that  of  the  4,707  metric  tons  of  copper  mined 
in  Bolivia  in  1912,  the  Corocoro  district  accounted  for  4,131  metric 
tons,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  opening  of  this  new  railway  line 
will  lead  to  a  further  development  of  the  copper  resources  of  the 
district.

RUSSIA. 

H.M.  Commercial  Attache  for  Russia  (Mr.  H.  Cooke)  reports, 
on  the  authority  of  the  “  Torgovo-Promyshlennaya 
Gazeta”  of  23td  November,  that  owing  to  un¬ 
favourable  weather  conditions,  more  particularly 
to  excessive  damp  in  the  south-west,  west,  and  central  regions,  the 
Russian  potato  yield  this  year  is  an  unsatisfactory  one  ;  in  the  eastern 
regions  it  is,  comparatively,  somewhat  better,  although  a  too  dry 
August  has  rendered  the  potatoes  at  times  small  and  withered. 
Though,  in  general,  the  gatheiing-in  conditions  were  favourable,  the 
weather  of  the  whole  summer  wrought  irreparable  damage  to  the 
crop,  lowering  it  both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 

With  respect  to  quantity,  the  yield  in  general  is  below  the  average. 
It  is  unsatisfactory  or  even  bad  in  parts  of  the  Goveniments  of 
Volhynia,  Podolsk,  Kherson,  Tavride,  Kharkov,  Tchernigov,  Orel, 
Tula,  Riazan,  Kursk,  Witebsk,  Moghilev,  Smolensk,  Vilna,  Kovno, 
Moscow,  Vladimir,  Tver,  Novgorod,  Pskov,  and  Livonia.  In 
Poland,  an  important  potato  growing  region,  the  crop  is  below  the 
average,  and  orten  unsatisfactory.  In  the  eastern  and  parts  of  the 
north-eastern  regions,  including  the  Governments  of  Simbirsk, 
Samara,  Saratov,  Voronezh,  Don  Territory,  Viatka,  Perm,  Ufa, 
Olonetz,  and  Novgorod  the  yield  is  a  good  one. 

The  quality  of  the  crop  in  the  eastern  and  north-eastern  regions  is 
fully  satisfactory  and  even  good,  but  in  the  central  and  south-western 
Governments,  in  Poland,  and  in  the  north-west,  it  is  unsatisfactory 
and  often  bad.  (2(!,157.) 


H.M.  Commercial  Attache  also  reports  that,  according  to  the 
Cr  f  '*  Torgovo  Promyshlennaya  Gazeta  ”  of  4th 

^  December,  the  Russian  hemp  crop  in  general 

this  year  has  proved  fully  satisfactory  and 

somewhat  better  than  last  year’s.  The  yield  is  “  good  ”  in  the 
Governments  of  Poltava,  Kursk,  Tchernigov,  Smolensk,  Tula  and 
Riazan.  In  the  Governments  of  Vilna,  Minsk,  Volhynia,  Kherson, 
Voronezh,  Simbirsk,  and  parts  of  Tambov,  Penza,  Orenburg  and  Ufa, 
the  crops  cannot  be  classed  as  “  fully  satisfactory,”  but  the  remaining 
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RUSSIA  — continvfd.

Governments  have  yielded  crops  which  come  under  that  classification. 

The  quality  of  the  crop  is  fully  satisfactory,  the  fibre  often  appearing 
better  than  that  of  the  1912  yield  in  length,  strength,  elasticity  and 
colour.

11. M.  Consul-General  at  Moscow  (Mr.  C.  Clive  Bayley)  has  furnished 
the  following  particulars  regarding  this  season’s  flax  harvest  in 
Russia,  taken  from  a  report  recently  published  in  the  “Torgovo- 
Promyshlennaya  Gazeta  ”  (St.  Petersburg) : — 

The  changeable  weather  experienced  in  the  flax-producing  Govern¬ 
ments  during  the  latter  part  of  the  summer  and 
autumn  has  destroyed  the  hopes  of  a  good  harvest 
which  had  prevailed  up  to  that  time.  Although 
put  of  the  damage  done  to  the  crops  has  been  caused  by  drought,  on 
the  other  hand  the  flax  in  some  parts  has  been  beaten  to  the  ground 
by  rain  and  floods.  As  regards  the  area  covered  by  the  snowfall  at 
the  end  of  September  and  the  beginning  of  October,  the  snow  has  had 
no  bad  eflfects,  except  that  many  growers  fearing  a  re-appearance  of 
the  snowy  weather  hastened  to  bring  in  their  crops  from  the  fields 
before  the  time.  The  autumn  rains  in  some  parts  of  the  water- 
retting  districts  have  overfilled  the  dams,  and  this  has  naturally  affected 
the  quality  of  the  fibre ;  on  the  other  hand,  complaints  were  made  in 
some  districts  as  to  the  lack  of  water  in  the  dams. 

It  appears  that  the  crop,  on  the  whole,  is  fairly  satisfactory  and 
not  below  average  either  as  regards  quantity  or  quality.  The  length 
of  the  stem  is  sufficient,  while  the  colour  of  the  fibre,  and  its  elasticity, 
strength  and  softness  are  fairly  satisfactory.  In  parts,  and  especially 
in  the  Pskov  and  Novgorod  Governments,  an  unprecedented  lightness 
of  the  fibre  has  been  noticed. 

Generally  speaking,  it  may  be  said  that  in  the  water-retted  districts 
there  is  a  good  harvest  only  in  the  Lifliandsk  and  Kurliandsk 
Governments ;  a  satisfactory  harvest  in  the  north-western  Govern¬ 
ments  of  Minsk,  Mogilev,  Vitebsk,  Grodno  and  Kovensk  ; 
while  in.the  Petersburg,  Pskov,  Novgorod,  Estland,  and  Vilna  Govern¬ 
ments  the  results  are  unsatisfactory.  In  the  dew-retted  districts 
there  have  been  good  harvests  in  the  north-east  Governments  of  Viatka 
and  Perm,  and  also  in  parts  of  the  Nijni-Novgorod  and  Moscow 
Governments ;  satisfactory  results  are  reported  from  the  Smolensk, 
Kostroma,  Vladimir  and  Vologda  Governments,  while  in  the  Tver  and 
Yaroslav  Governments  the  harvest  is  not  altogether  satisfactory.

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Odessa  (Mr.  C.  S.  Smith)  reports,  on  the 
authority  of  the  “  Torgovo  -  I’romyshlennaya 
Gazeta”  of  28th  November,  that  the  area  under- 
tobacco  in  South  Russia  this  year  was  consider¬ 
ably  less  than  in  1912  ;  as  the  commonest  kind  of 
tobacco  costs  only  about  twice  as  much  as  hay.

and  land  and  labour  rise  in  value,  there  is  a  marked  tendency  to 
reduce  the  area  under  tobacco,  especially  on  land  that  can  be  used  for 
the  cultivation  of  sugar  beet.  This  year  the  production  has  not  been 
very  satisfactory,  and  the  weather  has  made  it  difficult  to  dry  the  leaf. 
Cheap  tobacco  fetched  from  2  roubles  10  copecks  to  6  roubles 
20  copecks  per  poud  in  Kiev ;  from  1  rouble  to  4  roubles  20  copecks 
in  Poltava ;  from  1  rouble  to  1  rouble  25  copecks  in  Tchernigov  ;  and 
from  1  rouble  to  1  x’ouble  20  copecks  in  Voronezh.  The  finer  qualities, 
produced  in  moderate  quantities  in  Bessarabia,  Crimea,  &c.,  are  sold 
at  prices  up  to  30s.  per  poud.  (C.  9G79.)

CHILE. 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Valparaiso  (Mr.  A.  Maclean)  reports  that, 
according  to  information  supplied  by  local  mer- 
Qnillai  Bark.  chants,  a  shortage  in  the  supply  of  quillai  bark, 
the  product  of  a  tree  which  grows  in  all  the 
Central  Provinces  of  Chile  and  which  is  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  charcoal,  is  now  being  experienced,  owing  to  the  fact  that  for  some 
years  past  the  tree  has  been  extensively  cut  down  and  has  not  been 
replanted  ;  consequently,  the  greater  distance  of  existing  trees  from 
the  railway  does  not,  in  many  cases,  permit  of  the  exploitation  of  the 
bark  being  carried  on  at  a  profit. 

The  bark  is  removed  at  a  convenient  season  of  the  year  and  dried 
in  the  sun  before  being  pressed  into  bales  for  the  market.  The  total 
yearly  crop  is  at  all  times  a  comparatively  small  one.  Owing  to  this 
year’s  crop  having  been  unusually  small  the  price  has  been  kept  up, 
and,  at  the  time  of  writing  (15th  October),  had  reached  the  record 
sum  of  26  pesos  per  quintal  (about  2^6.  per  lb.)  on  shore  at 
Valparaiso,  whereas  in  normal  years  it  ranges  about  19  pesos  or 
20  pesos  per  quintal  (Ifd.  to  2d.  per  lb.).  The  new  crop  is 
expected  to  come  on  the  market  during  the  present  month  (December).

ARGENTINA. 


The  following  information  is  from  the  report  by  H.M.  Consul- 
General  at  Buenos  Aires  (Mr.  H.  (3.  Mackie)  on  the  trade  of  that 
district  in  1012  and  the  first  eight  months  of  1913,  which  will  shortly 
be  issued : — 


of  Cotton 
Cultivation. 


The  steps  taken  b}'  the  Argentine  Government  to  encourage  cotton 
cultivation  (see  p.  257  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
encouragement  jo^^j-nal  ”  of  30th  October)  have  had  the  effect  of 
attracting  capital  to  the  Republic,  but,  instead  of 
entering  the  cotton  industry,  it  has  been  diverted 
to  the  sugar  industry,  and  to  the  extraction  of  tannic  acid  from 
the  quebracho  wood  of  the  forest  lands.  This  diversion  is  caused 
by  the  absence  of  cheap  labour.  It  is  believed  that  some  labour 
might  be  drawri  from  Santa  F^,  but  it  is  quite  evident  that 
promoters  of  the  cotton  industry  on  a  large  scale  would  have 
to  bring  labour  into  the  country  with  them.  It  is  understood 
that  the  Government  would  be  prepared  to  favour  any  large 
scheme  for  cotton  growing,  and  a  project  for  what  is  termed 
“  capitalistic  colonisation”  is  at  present  under  consideration.  The 
idea  is  to  make  it  easier  for  wealthy  syndicates  to  acquire  land,  on 
condition  that  they  will  induce  settlers  to  purchase  it  in  turn  in  small 
parcels  for  purposes  of  cultivation,  and  generally  to  facilitate  settle¬ 
ment  on  the  large  tracts  of  fiscal  lands  still  uncultivated. 


The  lands  are  at  present  sold  by  auction  in  Buenos  Aires,  and  the 
proceeds  realised  devoted  to  railway  construction.  Up  to  the  present 
lands  thus  disposed  of  have  fetched  an  average  price  of  16s.  per  acre. 
About  50,000  acres  have  recently  been  sold,  and  now  practically  one- 
third  of  the  Chaco  Territory  is  in  the  hands  of  private  persons.  The 
area  of  the  Chaco  Territory  is  given  officially  as  25,917,000  acres. 

According  to  a  recent  report  by  an  official  who  visited  Misiones 
it  appears  that  cotton  cultivation,  which  was  abandoned  two  years 
ago,  is  now'  being  taken  up  again  there. 

The  I’rovincial  Government  of  Corrientes  announces  its  readiness 
to  grant  concessions  to  syndicates  for  the  founding  of  ten  cotton¬ 
growing  colonies  on  suitable  lands,  to  be  expropriated  if  necessary. 
Each  syndicate  is  to  undertake  to  transfer  half  the  land  in  lots  of 
25  to  250  acres  at  cost  price  to  settlers,  who  are  to  w’ork  for  the  com¬ 
pany  for  three  successive  years.  Exemption  from  taxation  for  a 
period  of  15  years  is  offered,  besides  a  premium  of  ^  c.  gold  per  kilog. 
(about  Is.  per  cwt.)  of  ginned  cotton  up  to  5,000  tons  per  annum  for  a 
period  of  10  years.  The  Provincial  Government  likewise  proposes  to 
treat  with  the  Federal  Government  for  exemption  from  duty  of 
imported  machinery  and  a  grant  of  a  further  premium  on  production. 
Two-thirds  of  the  area  must  be  devoted  to  cotton  growing  and  the 
remaining  third  to  agriculture  and  stock  raising.

UNITED  KINGDOM. 

According  to  a  report  in  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Labour  Gazette  ”  for 
December*,  based  on  5,981  statistical  returns,  viz., 
3,193  returns  from  trade  unions  (relating  to 
967,361  members),  and  2,788  returns  from 
employers  (relating  to  1,299,346  workpeople),  employment  in 
November  continued  good  on  the  whole. 

There  was  a  further  improvement  in  the  iron  and  steel  industry, 
except  in  Scotland,  and  in  the  shipbuilding  and  glass  trades,  while  the 
tinplate  industry  also  showed  an  upward  movement.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  number  of  pig-iron  furnaces  in  blast  continued  to  decline. 
There  was  also  a  falling-off  in  most  of  the  textiles,  especially  in  the 
woollen  and  worsted  trades  and  in  the  weaving  branch  of  the  cotton 
industry.  The  seasonal  decline  in  the  building  and  brickmaking 
trades  continued,  but  there  was  a  further  seasonal  improvement  in 
the  printing  trades.  Coal  mining  and  engineering  continued  active. 

In  the  trade  unions,  with  a  net  membership  of  967,361,  making 
returns,  19,668  (or  2'0  per  cent.)  of  their  members  were  returned  as 
unemployed  at  the  end  of  November,  1913,  as  compared  with  2’2  per 
cent,  at  the  end  of  October,  1913,  and  18  per  cent,  at  the  end  of 
Novembex’,  1912. 

Wages  in  pig-iron  manufactui*e  continued  to  fall  in  con.sequence 
of  the  decline  in  pilces ;  in  other  trades  the  upward  movement 
continued.  It  is  reported  by  the  Labour  Exchanges  that  there 
was  a  continuance  of  the  demand  for  labour  in  the  shipbuilding 
trades,  and  in  the  building  trades  there  was  still  a  scarcity  of  certain 
classes  of  workmen  in  some  provincial  districts. 

Compared  with  the  high  level  of  November,  1912,  employment 
generally  showed  some  falling-off,  which  was  especially  noticeable  in 
the  pig-iron,  iron  and  steel,  and  tinplate  trades. 


PANAMA. 

II. M.  Minister  at  Panama  reports  that  the  value  of  the  imports  into 
.  ,  Panama  in  1912  amounted  to  £2,035,538,  as 

oreign  ra  e  compared  with  £1,980,488  in  1911,  the  chief 
■  countries  of  origin  being  the  United  States  with 
£1,116,145  (£1,021,589  in  1911),  the  United  Kingdom  with  £499,306 
(£454,541),  and  Germany  £197,485  (£223,845). 

The  total  value  of  the  exports  from  Panama  in  1912  amounted  to 
£425,722,  the  chief  countries  of  destination  being  the  United  States 
£366,940,  Germany  £41,681,  and  the  United  Kingdom  £14,993.  The 
principal  commodities  exported  were  bananas  £238,854,  ivory  nuts 
£52,436,  coconuts  £28,188,  forest  woods  £20,873,  hides  £17,278, 
mother-of  pearl  shells  £17,159,  and  rubber  £18,882.  (C.  9,412.)

5d.  for  the 
first  volume,  4s.  Id.  for  the  second,  and  .3s.  Id.  for  the  third.  This 
publication,  which  contains  much  more  detailed  and  exhaustive  infor¬ 
mation  than  can  be  given  in  the  Monthly  Accounts,  gives  in  the  first 
volume  abstract  tables  for  the  years  190^1912,  and  detailed  statements 
of  imports  and  exports  of  each  article  consigned  from  and  to  each  country, 
and  in  the  second  volume  details  as  to  Customs  revenue,  transhipments  and 
articles  in  bond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with 
each  foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade  at  each 
port  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement)  contains  a 
classification  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  I.  and  II.  of  the  “Annual 
Statement  ’’  for  1908  and  earlier  y^ears. 

It  may  be  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  consignment  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.  A  supplementary 
volume  will  continue  to  be  issued,  in  which  particulars  will  be  given,  as  men¬ 
tioned  above,  on  the  same  basis  as  those  published  (up  to  the  year  1908) 
in  the  first  two  volumes.  By  this  means  it  will  be  possible  to  trace  the 
details  of  the  differences  resulting  from  the  change  of  system  for  a  further 
limited  period.

UNEMPLOYMENT  INSURANCE. 

Decuions  by  the  Umpire. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  (5)  of  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
(Umpire)  Regulations,  the  Board  of  Trade  hereby  give  Notice  of  the 
following  decisions  by  the  Umpire  on  questions  whether  contributions 
are  payable : — 

A.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  RATABLE  in 
respect  of : — 

1402.  Chemical  works’  plumbers  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  the 
construction  of  new  chemical  works  plant,  including  extensions  to 
existing  plant. 

£.  The  Umpire  has  decided  that  contributions  ARE  NOT  RATABLE  in 
respect  of : — 

1403.  Chemical  works’  plumbers  engaged  wholly  or  mainly  in  the 
repair  or  renewal  of  leaden  tanks,  flues,  pipes  and  chambers,  or  in 
the  shaping  and  working  of  lead  sheets  in  connection  therewith. 

Note. — Where  no  reference  is  given  to  an  Application,  the  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  Umpire,  without  notice,  as  a  matter  not 
admitting  of  reasonable  doubt,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (2)  of 
the  Unemployment  Insurance  (Umpire)  Regulations. 

Decisions  relating  to  individual  workmen  which  raise  no  question 
of  general  interest,  or  which  merely  apply  a  principle  laid  down  in  a 
previous  decision,  are  not  published.
